city 
The two lines that have been maintained for years dur- 


ing the winter season, one by fhe Bowery Mission and the 
other by the Fleischman Baking^Company, have been closed 
by prosperity, continues the7 dispatch, 
it is said that the men 


who have stood in these lines are now working in the places of 
those who have gone into the army,'and this is held up as a 
substantiation of the claim that men will work when they have 
(he opportunity rather than live at the hand of charity. 


H is doubtless true that many men have stood in fhe bread 


line from dire necessity. 
It is said that some of them have 


later risen to success in business, but the fact remains that the 
bestowal of indiscriminate charity for any length of time is of 
doubtful benefit to the community or to the men who receive 
il. In the case of an emergency il is well that sufferers should 
be helped and no questions asked, but to furnish free food fo» 
weeks at a time to all comers, without stopping to ascertain 
whether they are willing to work or not, is of questionable 
propriety, to say the least. 
. 


When a man's self-respect has dwindled to the point winch 


will permit him lo stand in a bread line without a blush he is 
far removed from the ranks of good citizenship, and that the 
bread lines contained many men of this stamp s beyond ques- 
tion. There have been times in New York, if its newspapers 
are to be believed, wheji the bread lines were crowded and it 
was impossible to get enough men to remove snow from the 
streets. Such a condition as that is not creditable, and it goes 
to prove that there are thousands of worthless creatures per- 
fectly willing to feed from the hand of misdirected charity 
whenever it is extended. And such charity, however well 
meant, only serves to make a bad matter worse in the long 


VVe'are lold that "Charity covers'a multitude of sins," but 


this does not remove Ihe fact that it should always be practiced 
judiciously and not in a way to encourage dependency rather 
than self-helpfulness. 


Belter means than the maintenance of bread lines should be 


found for (lie relief of the needy in great cities. 
The bread 


line is more or less spectacular'and there is a certain amount 
of advertising in it for those who maintain it, but it opens wide 
the door for those who are willing to shirk their personal re- 
sponsibility and feed from the hand of charily, and this ought 
never to he done. 


As staled, the bread line may have ils uses in cases of emer- 


gency, but it ought never to become an established institution, 
practically inviting lo a life of indolence and dependency all 
who are willing to accept such an invitation.
